of School Administrators said today the U.S. program for 
teaching citizenship in public schools must be broadened 
to teach children how to deal with all controversial issues. 


The educators, in a yearbook 
made public today, held that the 
threat of communism was ‘“‘to- 
tal’ and could not possibly be 
met unless the citizenry fully un- 
derstood both the ideology and 
the danger. 

“No school can prevent youth 
from hearing about such issues 
in their daily lives,” the school 
officials stated, and added that it 
seemed ‘‘far more appropriate”’ 
that pupils discuss the problem 
in class as ‘“‘natural, normal as- 
pects of life about which youth 
must learn.’ 


TWO-YEAR STUDY 

The volume is the result of two 
vears of study. Benjamin C., 
Willis, general superintendent of

schools of Chicago, served as 
chairman of the nine-member 
commission compiling the book. 
The AASA is a department of 


the National Education Assn. 
The first chapter, titled ‘‘The 
Threat Is Total,”’ is an analysis 


of communism. 

It states: ‘‘The Communist 
leaders expect eventually, by in- 
filtration, revolution, aggressive 


war, or a combination of these to 
blot out of the whole world all 
other systems of thought and all 
other ways of organizing group 
life. On the basis of their own 
admissions and claims, the threat 
is worldwide.”’ 


Under the subtitle, ‘America’s 


Part in the Struggle,”’ this warn- 
ing is given: 

“As one recent analysis of 
eommunism warns, there is a 


grave danger of underrating its 
power to attract intelligent peo- 
ple. 


REACH MASSES 


“Although much of its propa-. 


ganda desiyned to reach the 
masses is fantastic, there is back 
of it a closely knit body of as- 
sumptions and logically developed 
ideas which interpret all history 


as a class struggle, and all Com- | 


munist activity as the working 
out of scientific principles that 
will lead to the emancipation of 
the working classes from pov- 
erty and oppression. 

“Once the assumptions are ac- 
eepted, the theory seemingly has 
an appeal something like that of 
religion in providing a complete 
explanation of reality and of man 
as a part of reality, while at the 
fame time giving to lifé a sense 
of purpose. 

*‘Not until Americans under- 
stand the false assumptions and 


the false theory that is based 
upon them can they understand 
the power of the largest mass 


movement that has arisen since 
the spread of Islam.”’ 


“TODAY'S IMPERATIVE” 

The second chapter, titled ‘‘To- 
day's Imperative,’. states that 
children and youth in their citi- 
zenship education must learn to 
understand the forces which are 
disturbing the equilibrium of the 
world. These forces are listed as 
technological’ revolution. demo 
graphic revolution, and demo 
cratic revolution, each said to be 
“creating vast new areas of de 
cision-making of the gravest im- 
port.”’ 

Traditional American ideals 
are then listed and discussed 
worth of persons, freedom of the 
individual, government of laws 
sense of justice, capacity for self- 
government, civic 
love of truth and appeal to 
reason, an informed citizenry, 
equal opportunity, brotherhood of 
men, and the right to be dif- 
ferent. 

The rest of the book is discus- 
sion of how communities -and 
‘schools should go about opposing

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan: 31— 
AFL construction unions have de- 
cided to accept the fact that the 
days in the build- 
ing industry are over. After 
13 years of war and postwar pros- 
perity, unions representing 2,000.- 
000 construction workers have 
authorized the appointment of 
committees to work with contrac- 
tors to eliminate practices that 
inflate building costs. 


The decision was made by the 
AFL, Building Trades Department 
at a series of meetings here last 
week. It was based on reports 
from affiliated unions in all parts 
of the country and on an analysis 
made at the meetings by repre- 
sentatives of two hig .emplover 
groups, the Associated General 
Contractors and the National Con- 


structors Assn. e

The gist of the reports, as sum- 
marized today by Joseph D. Kee- 
nan, secretary-treasurer of the 
Building Trades Department, was 
that the volume of government 
and -industrial construction — that 
had to be .completed under rush 
conditions, without concern for 
cost, wa'’s tapering off sharply. 
The big problem now is to con- 
vince investors that they could 
get the most efficient and eco- 
nomical returns by having their 
construction work done with union 
labor, Keenan said.

Another is the ‘“‘red 
dogwood"’ tree, which, according 
to the Bureau, is ‘“‘neither red. 
dogwood or tree."’ 

“This is simply a wild bush 
in the mountains of Tennessee. 
Only the bark on the bush is red 
Purchasers of this bush have found 
it never grows into a tree, It pro- 
duces a ‘dirty orange 
flower."’

For $5 a housewife can get tips 
on addressing envelopes in her 
home.’’ he said. “‘The instructions 
will tell her to get the names of 
out-of-state firms planning adver- 
tising campaigns in her city; write 
the home office of that firm and 
apply for a job addressing enve- 
lopes for them. 

“The sewing kit, which usually 
costs the unwary housewife $15. 
contains thread, poor material and 
patterns for making ties’ or wash 
dresses. The racketeers claim they 
will purchase her finished items if 
‘they meet their § specifications’. 

“An expert seamstress could not 
meet the specifications of those 
racketeers,’ Stephens said.

Credit Sen. Walter F. George of Geor- 
gia with having saved President Eisen- 
hower and the Republican Party from 
one of the most bitter factional fights in 
years. 

Credit the Georgia Democrat, too, with 
having preserved the basic powers of the 
presidency from the crippling Bricker 
amendment that would have paralyzed 
operation of American foreign policy. 


Whatever is the final form of the com- 
promise that the Senate issnow hammer- 
ing out on the amendment, it will bear 
the stamp of wise statesmanship of this 
great Southerner whom Georgians know 
so well. 


The senator, who was 76 Friday, may 
have performed his greatest service to the 
American people by offering a substitute 
amendment that took the GOP off the 
griddle. There can be little doubt that he 
did it at the behest and with the knowledge 
of the President himself. The President's 
decision on the substitute is expected 
today. 

Many Democrats may have preferred 
to let the GOP knock itself out in a bit- 
ter battle that could have lasted for days, 
Politically speaking, it would have been 
advantageous for the opposition party to 
have done so. It would have widened 
the already wide split in GOP ranks and 
would have given the Democrats many 
votes come November. 


Seeing the danger to the nation itself 
inherent in the Bricker proposal, the Geor- 
gian did his duty. He placed. country 
above politics and convictions above party 
interests.

And With Russia, Too 


We are going to hear a lot more in the 
future about countries of the free world 
wanting to trade and trading, too, with 
Iron Curtain nations, including *Commu- 
nist China. In fact, a mad scramble is be- 
ginning to develop for this market that 
will make the small volume Great Britain 
has sold look like peanuts. 

The Moscow regime shrewdly is play- 
ing its cards, following a. pattern laid 
down at the last party congress before 
Stalin’s death. 

The pattern is simple enough. 
down,” said the dictum, “for a long strug- 
gle. This will be waged in economic, 
political and ideological fields. It will be 
accompanied by subversion and cultural 
offensives. - Eventually the free world will 
fall apart in quarrels among its members 
and our ends will be accomplished with- 
out bloodshed.” 

The Kremlin is making tempting of- 
fers to every free nation, seeking raw ma- 
terials and finished consumer goods. These 
nations, anxious to resume trade with this 
one-third of its population that -has been 
cut off, are falling for the bait. 

The President's Randall report, based 
ipon an exhaustive study, is now before 
Cangress. It recommends a continuation 
of the reciprocal trade policy and a grad- 
ual lowerihg of tariffs to open the way for 
a more liberal interchange of goods and 
services between nations. 
a slow but certain death. High tariff 
advocates and special, greedy interests 
have their axes poised. 

We long ago predicted what would 
happen. In the struggle for the world the 
Russians do have to” consider indi- 
viduals or groups. Their onslaught against 
the free nations is unilateral in purpose 
and unilateral in execution. Trade and 
tariffs are weapons to be turned on and 
off at will. 

Our gradual withdrawal into economic 
isolation fits their game perfectly. Indus- 
trial nations of the world must trade to 
live. If we close our market to their goods 
while at the same time cutting off our 
doles and monetary handouts of various 
types, they have no alternative. They can

To Plan Its Future 


To take advantage of its opportunities 
for growth, a city must plan its future. 
This Atlanta has tried to do and with no 
little success. 

The Board of Aldermen, with this in 
mind, constantly is attempting to antici- 
pate the needs of the city before a crisis 
occurs. Because of unprecedented growth, 
it has sometimes been difficult to stay 
ahead of the game. 

The board is now considering a $10.- 
000,000 sewer expansion program that is 
fundamental to continued growth of At- 
lanta. Alderman John A. White says that 
we are already “losing new industries” 
because of current sewer deficienciés. He 
is no doubt correct. 

Harassed taxpayers, uncertain always 
over voting themselves new obligations, 
should keep one thing in mind. Expan- 
sions in utilities and other government 
services that make growth possible are, 
in a sense, self-liquidating. Eventually 
added property values that show up in 
the tax digest will defray the:costs. 

Streets, sewers, schools, police protec- 
tion, transportation and similar services 
are necessities that circumscribe growth. 
Unless they keep pace with economic 
progress, that progress stops. 

So Atlanta must continue to plan in 
anticipation of needs as well as to meet 
current ones. There is no alternative to 
such planning except recurring crises and 
roadblocks to growth.

Crime Rate Reduction 


A jury verdict in the last session of Cherokee 
County Superior Court gave a white man 10 to 
“0 years in prison for the rape of a Negro girl 


and five to 10 vears for assault with intent to. 


murder another Negro girl. 

Old-time law practitioners say this is the first 
time they have ever known a white man to 
draw a long-term sentence for rape of a Negro 
gir! in this region 


We don't know any of these facts of the case, 


but the jury's verdict does tend to make us think 
that the people are getting aroused to the large 
amount of lawlessness going on in our county. 
Law-enforcement officers can work hard. the 
prosecuting attorney can try hard for convic- 
tion, but if there's any degree of apathy among 
the juries which try the cases, then all is 
lost—officers get discouraged, crime runs high 
and the people in general suffer 

Another unusual thing happened in court last 
week. J. A. Burge, a Canton Negro school prin- 
cipal, took his seat in*the jury box. This was 
not the first time a colored man had been sub- 
poenaed aS a juror, but it was the first time one 
had actually gone in the jury box in a Chero- 
kee Superior Court session. His fellow jurors 
acted not in the least disturbed and neither did 
he. They seemed to understand that if they 
were mature enough to try the prisoner at the 
bar, they were mature enough to adjust them- 
selves to the presence of this colored man. 

Justice comes when jurors lay aside their 
emotions and prejudices and alert themselves 
to the solemn task at hand. When this happens, 


‘the court's dignity rises, crime lowers and the 


people benefit. 
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Atlanta—I was shocked to read 
the article in your paper which 
told, as a matter of course, how 
Governor Byrnes was rushed to 
the airport from the Biltmore Ho- 
tel in a matter-of sixteen minutes, 
and then had to wait at the air- 
port for his plane. 


Anyone who has driven the traf- 
fic-tortured miles between those 
two points, knows that to make it 
in sixteen minutes in a car, en- 
dangers the lives of the occupants 
of the car and every other citizen 
who happens to be along thetroute.

To Lose Hogs

fatalities among the swine re- 
mained a mystery until research 
at the Georgia Coastal Plains Ex- 
periment Station at Tifton tied the 
deaths to toxic molds in which the 
animals rooted around out in the 
fields. The research continues in 
the animal disease laboratory. 
Soon science will have the mold 
problem licked just as it has licked 
cholera. 


Animal disease study is a part 
of the multi-phase program at the 
3,000-acre Coastal Plains station. 
Under the guidance of Dr. Frank 
P. King, station director, I saw it 
all the other day from whitefaced 
vearling bulls lunching on Coastal 
Bermyda (no seedheads) to pickled 
“Rabbit Eye’’ blueberries the size 
of grapes. I heard how the grazing 
project has made 682 pounds of 
beef to the acre on Coastal Ber- 
muda with 200 pounds of nitrogen. 
*‘Let any Northern state match 
that!’’ says Dr. King defiantly. 

The test has developed a straight 
line between nitrogen and beef, two 
to three pounds and more of meat 
for each pound of the mineral. 

They're developing sweet lupines 
at Coastal Plains. Blue lupine 
builds the soil, but it’s bitter and 
animals won't eat it. The legume 
experts are well on the way to a 
dual purpose lupine. They're learn- 
ing to hike peanut production—to 
as much as 4,800 pounds to the 
acre—by disease control practices 
and cultivation methods that no 
longer injure the plant. They're 
showing the way to more corn to 
the acre and to cotton yields that 
help offset the acreage limitations. 

They're working with tobacco, but 
the budget allows only two full- 
time research men for a multi- 
million-dollar crop. Only _ this 
month the station recommended 
chemical control of ‘‘suckers’’ on 
the maturing tobacco plant, some- 
thing which farmers see as a mile- 
stone in tobacco culture. Yet 
sucker control was a “spare time” 
job for the tobacco pathologist. 

North Carolina has 12 men en- 
gaged in tobacco experimentation 
and spends $260,000 annually on 
the project. We have two men at 
Tifton and spend $30,000. more 
than half of which is federal. 

Across the board. Georgia is 
spending on agricultural research 
and experimentation only 29-100 of 
one per cent.of all farm income. 
Some industries plow 10 to 15 per 
cent of the total take into research. 
Our state is getting a fine return 
on the 29-100 of one per cent we're 
spending. Think at what we might 
do if we upped the investment.

The society has a gloomy office on Pryor Street, thoroughly: in 


keeping with the attitude of its 
depressed clientele. It is a sort 
of a harbor for the harborless, 
and three lawyers staff it on a 
permanent basis. They spend 
their days counselling in the true 
sense of the word. Some of the 
distressed they succor come in 
with real grievances, others are 
just confused. 

If the case seems to have 
merit. if the client is being done 
in, and if he can pay, the society 
turns him over to a reputable 
attorney on its referral list. In 
the case of the indigent, justice 
is dispensed without cost and 
often with dispatch. Sometimes It 
takes no more than a phone call 
on behalf of the abused client 
and the enemy, aware that the 
wheels of justice have begun 
to turn, gives up immediately. 

The society is supported by the 
Community Chest, by Emory Unie 
versity whose law students use 
it as a sort of clinic, and by 
the prosperous lawyers of the 
community. Its existence relieves 
busy lawyers of many onerous 
duties, in particular those cases 
which cry to heaven for ven- 
geance, but for handling for which 
there is no fee. 

No criminal cases are wanted, 
and such dramas as the office 
sees are largely domestic and 
economic. Obtaining support for 
illegitimate children from their 
reluctant fathers is an almost 
daily chore, and the perennial 
landlord-tenant controversy is

What has been lost sight of are 
these basic principles which none 


of the pending proposals would 
remedy: 

1. A President of the United 
States is under no obligation to 
submit any international agree- 
ment or treaty to the Senate at 
a particular time. -« 


2. A President of the United 
States is not limited as to his 
right to send the yotth of the 
nation into war instantly—which, 
of course, is a good thing in case 
of a direct attack on territory of 
the United States, but there is 
no requirement in the Constitu- 
tion that he must thén submit his 
action for approval or disapproval 
by both houses of Congress. 

3. No obligation is written re- 
quiring that the elected represen- 
tatives of the people in both 
houses of Congress shall vote to 
ratify or reject international 
agreements and treaties that in- 
volve commitments’ which could 
lead to the use of our armed 
forces. 

4. No definition is provided 
which tells clearly the difference 
between an ‘“‘executive agree- 
ment’’ and a treaty. The late 
President Roosevelt and his suc- 


cessor, Mr. Truman, never sub- 
mitted the Yalta agreements to 
the Senate. Indeed, many of 
them were kept secret a long 
time, and yet those agreements 
changed the course of history in 
the Far East and may have led 
to the Korean War in which 140,- 
000 American casualties were suf- 
fered. 


There would be no such tragic 
consequences if all treaties and 


agreements had to be submitted 
to a majority vote of both houses 
coincident with the signing of 
such treaties and agreements or 
within a brief specified interval. 
Unless some safeguard like this 
is provided — and the Bricker 
amendment does not cover such 
a contingency — the only other 
way to protect the American peo- 
ple against the arbitrary action 
of the President or the Congress 
is to provide a parliamentary 
method like that enjoyed by 
Canada, which certainly has one 
of the most stable governmental 
systems in the world. The de- 
bate over the Bricker amendment 
should be welcomed — it opens 
the eyes of the people to some 
conspicuous weaknesses in the 
Constitution.

SHE’S AT HOME IN ANY COURTROOM DRAMA 


Mrs. Mae Townley Records Words of Witness 


Atlanta Stenographer Plays 
Big Role in Court Dramas 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 
An attractive Atlanta woman plays an important part in many 


courtroom dramas. 


Mrs. Mae Townley is as much at home in the courts as any 
judge, but she’s never been a witness or defendant in any type 


criminal or civil case. 

As reporter for a local firm 
of stenotypists, Mrs. Townley is 
assigned to transcribe verbatim 
federal grand jury investiga- 
tions, arbitrations, depositions 
and even round-table discussions. 


Among recent assignments she’ 


has ‘‘covered’’ for her firm are 
hearings before the Milk Control 
Board, Commission of Agri- 
culture and several divorce pro- 
ceedings. The grand jury inves- 
tigations are her most secretive 
work. 

Capable of transcribing more 
than 200 words per minute, Mrs. 
Townley declares hers is an art 
never mastered. 

‘There is seldom a dull mo- 
ment for a free-lance stenotype 
reporter,’’ the vivacious young 
woman declared, ‘‘and I am for- 
ever doing research to under- 
stand my assignments better.” 

Highly technical and medical 
terms intrigue Mrs. Townley, 
who says she often dashes out 
for chemical engineering -and 
other specialized publications. 

“When I first entered this 
field, more than seven years 
ago,’’ Mrs. Townley recalls, 
“friends warned me that I was 
profession. 


‘Stay out of it,’ they advised. I 
wasn't satisfied until I. became 
a stenotype reporter and I've 
never regretted my choice.” 

The feminine reporter consid- 
ers round-table discussions her 
most difficult assignments. ‘“‘It’s 
often hard to follow the conver- 
sation, with everyone talking at 
the same time,” she explained. 

Mrs. Townley describes a 
‘‘good’’ witness as one who 
speaks clearly and distinctly, one 
who is honest and sincere in giv- 
ing his testimony. 

The stenotype operation is sim- 
ilar to mechanized shorthand. 
Mrs. Townley yses the touch sys- 
tem, recording the words auto- 
matically. This enables her to 
study the individuals concerned 
with the various hearings. 

“Human emotions tend to 
make the work more _interest- 
ing,’ she said. “I have to hold 
back sympathy towards either 
party, which is not always easy 
to do.”’ . 

Mrs. Townley has made an ex- 
tensive study of psychology and 
prior to her present occupa- 
tion, she worked for a_ social 
agency.

from his daily newspaper be- 
cause a crime had-tieen com- 
mitted in that city which closely 
paralleled a recent murder de- 
picted.in the comic strip. 

But we need to use “horse 
sense’’ in such matters. Almost 
every child in America of read- 
ing age reads comic books now- 
adays. 

So if the books had a very 
strong effect mm promoting 
crimes, don't you think more 
editors would need to cancel 
comic strips? 

Remember, 
than 25,000,000 public school chil- 
dren, most of whom devour 
comics. If the comics promoted 
crimes, wouldn't we have thou- 
sands of such evidences, instead 
of a few isolated cases? 


CAN'T SEE HARM 

As the father of five children, 
I] have seen our home deluged 
with comic books — good, bad 
and indifferent. 

And I can't see where even 
the so-called ‘‘bad’’ comics have 
harmed our youngsters. Besides, 
Mrs. Crane and I read them 
ourselves whenever we have a 
spare minute for such enjoyment. 

So I have come to the con- 
clusion, both from our own fam- 
ily experience and that of thou- 
sands of you who have given me 
your opinions of comics, 
they don't harm children if the 
youngsters live in an average 
type of home.
